In accordance with Article 4 of| 
the order of the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs withdrawing the Na- 
tionalist Government's recognition 
of Soviet Russia and suspending 
the fanctioning of all Soviet com- 
mercial agencies, all Soviet sub- 
jects are hereby ordered to pre-| 
gent and register themselves at 
this office beginning from to-day,| 
December 16 till December 23. 
Those Soviet subjects who intend 
to return to their country ‘ere 
also hereby ordered: to apply for| 
Passports within the above-stated 
period so as to be sure of a safo| 
departure from China. All 
violations of this order shall e| 
fined according to law. 
Moreover, all “self-declared 
“White” Russians who have not! 
‘yet registered themselves as such 
at this office, are ordered to do 
30 at the same time. Failure on 
their part will automatically 
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nullify their declared status and 
‘they shall be classified as Soviet 
subjects.

1 am in position to forward you 
only the Russian text owing to the 
fact that the members of the Muni- 
cipal Police detached in accordance 
to your wishes to guard the Con 
sulate have refused our Chinese 
interpreter permission to enter tho 
Consulate,

‘Nationalists Never Recognized 
“In reply to your Note of Decom= 

ber 15 I have the honour to state 
in the name of the Soviet Govern« 
ment as follows: 

(1). The Soviet Government 
never has recognized the so-called 
Nationalist Government at Ni 
king in whose name the Note of 
December 15 was handed to tho 
USSR. Consulate-General in 
Shanghai, The “Nationalist Gov. 
ernment” must be acquainted 
with the fact that all the Con- 
sulates of tho U.SS.R. exist on 
Chinese territory ‘in “consequence 
of the treaty concluded between 
China and USS.R, and signed 
in Peking in 1024’ and that all 
the appointments of the Consuls 
for Shanghai as well as in any 
other place in China were mado 
with the knowledge and consent 
of the Peking Government. Tho 
Shanghai authoritics as well as all 
others local Chinese authorities 
have only taken notice of these 
appointments. In consideration of 
these facts the statement in the 
Note of the “Nationalist Govern 
ment” concerning the cancellation 
of the recognition of the Consuls 
in the different provinces can only 
‘mean that the generals who havo 
seized the power in Nanking act~ 
ing under the pressure of the 
imperialists have thought it ad- 
visable to have in the territory 
under their domination especially 
the Consuls of such Powers as are 
‘maintaining the ‘unequal tre 
with the Chinese.

Tho sender of 
one telegram said that they had to 
Teave Shanghai and asked for final 
instructions. Augmented guards 
‘stood on-duty throughout the day 
and night. 

It is understood that everything 
inside the building is in confusion. 
Packing crates are being filled with 
documents; while boxes “containing

According to informati 
from reliable sources. it is under- 
stood that the building will be 
‘vacated on Wednesday. If not then,

Regarding the reports from Can- 
ton, Dr. Wu explained that the Can- 
tonese people were naturally deeply 
affected by the spectacle of their 
homes burned and their relatives 
murdered under the direction of 
Russians. “It must be realized 
that in this time of turmoil and 
feeling, Russians caught red-handed 
in such activities cannot but be sum- 
marily dealt with,” said Dr. Wa.

Notification by Peking of Ex- 
change of Bonds 


Peking, Dee, 16. 
The Ministry of Finance has is- 
sued a notice that the holders of| 
bonds in the $96,000,000 Loan must 
‘hand then in at ‘the Loans Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Finance, 
where they: will be exchanged for 
new ones of the same denomination. 
“No charge will be made for the 
‘exchange of bonds,” says the notice, 
“except the cost of printing, which 
will be 20 cents for every’ $1,000- 
bond, 15 cents for every $10 
and five cents for every $10-bond.”

CHINA AND. FOREIGN 
HELP 

Dee. 19: 
Allittle knowledge is admitted- 
ly-a dangerous thing, but it is 
A.very present help to an after- 
dinner ‘speaker. Sir Frederick 
Whyte, who was our guest in 
Shanghai not long ago and then| 
informed us of the correct at- 
titude which we should adopt 
towards the Chinese, is now at, 
Home and, at a banquet given by 
the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
has: been telling the people at 
‘Home what attitude the Chinese 
are prepared to adopt towards| 
them, He says that the Chinese, 
having now spurned Russian in. 
fluence, would welcome help 
from America and Great Britain, 
‘Mr, Lamont, the American bank- 
er who was recently in China, 
negutiating a loan to the South, 
Manchuria Railway—the end of| 
which is not yet—gave a modi-| 
fied support to Sir Frederick’ 
optimism, ‘The help contemplat- 
ed by the co-optimists at the ban- 
quet was in the nature of loans 
to China to enable her to develop| 
her untouched resources and to 
create or develop means of com- 
munication throughout the coun-| 
try. There is nothing new in 
these suggestions although they, 
doubtless, sounded new to the 
audience addressed; they have 
been: the commonplaces of talks 
onChina for the past fifty years, 
The first difficulty in the way 
application of these prin- 
to China is the lack of a 
jonal government. Sir Austen| 
Chamborlai said:—'You cannot 
negotiate with anarchy,” and it is| 
self-evident that no | construc-| 
tional work of any kind can take 
place until the present war is 
ended. The leaders of the Na- 
tionalist Party would, probably, 
say that they recognize this fact 
and assert that. their's is a war 
to end war; when the end is at- 
tained then reconstruction will 
begin. We believe they are si 
cere in their belief that they, 
can, by force of arms, subdue 
all opposition and initiate a new 
and. better régime: in China. 
But we would ask them to reflect 
on the fact that war begets war. 
A dispute ended by violence is 
apt to be reopened by violence, 
There is no more expensive or 
futile way of settling a contro- 
versy than by fighting over it. 
If the present war is waged for 
a principle, the leaders of the op- 
posing factions would draw 
nearer to an agreement after half 
an hour of conference together 
than they will by years of fight- 
ing. Militarism, no matter what 
it carries, is still militarism 
a fight to a finish, the| 
t Party might well 
‘win the war and lose the peace 
as has been done in Europe, Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen observes, in one of 
his lectures in the “San min 
chw-i,? that at the conclusicn of 
the Great War there was little 
difference between the victors 
and: vanquished so far as gains 
and losses were concerned.

bles because their direct experi-| 
ences “with the Ccmmunists,| 
Chinese as well as Russian,.un- 
doubtedly have given them ample 
proof that that is the method by 
which the Communists achieve 
political success. ‘They will re- 
member that they captured 
Shanghai with a handful . of 
troops largely because the la- 
bourers had 80 stirred up Mar- 
shal Sun Chuan-fang’s rear that| 
he could not hold his territory, 
‘The fact is that in Canton and 
Hankow, labour troubles did pre- 
cede the present political dif-| 
ficulties. Although the Com- 
munist coup d'état in Canton and 
its failure prevented the Red 
from attempting a similar poli- 
tical attempt here, their agita-| 
tion among. the labourers has 
produced results. 

The current strikes’ in Shang-| 
hai can only be attributed to| 
Communist agitation. » It-is al 
startling fact that, whenever cer- 
tain members of the Kuomintang| 
appear in a city, the workers of 
that place are’ agitated until 
it is impossible for the authori- 
ties to hold them in check. When 
those members came to Shanghai 
from Canton to attend the party 
caucus in Route de Ia Tour, 
strikes broke out in Shanghai 
like a plague of smallpox. The 
foreign community here will be 
pleased tu see No. 1 Whangpoo 
\d_ closed and’ the Russian 
directing genius of Communistic 
activity in China departed for 
its own country, but it must have 
more than that te grow en-| 
thusiastic over the new National. 
Ist policy. It must sée an end| 
to political strikes and to the| 
estiferous destruction of for- 
eign property and foreign inter- 
ests by incessant labour agita-| 
tion 

Certain facts remain uppe 
most in the minds of foreigners 
which it would be well for those 
Chinese who’ are sincerely anti- 
Russian to know. Firstly, al- 
though the Russians have di- 
rected and financed the Com- 
munist effort, there is a Com- 
munist Party of Chinese and a 
Communistically-inclined group 
in the Kuomintang who un- 
dcubtedly are in communication 
with the Third International and 
who obey Moscow's orders. If 
the breaking off of relations with 
Soviet Russia is a defensive| 
‘measure on the part of the Nan- 
king Government, they must take 
the offensive against the Chinese 
Communists whe actually do the 
Jobs which the Russians only 
outline to them. In yesterday's 
issue we published telegraphic 
correspondence between Mra, 
‘Sun Yat-sen and General Chiang| 
Kai-shek which is significant in 
that Mrs. Sun makes it clear 
beyond a reasonable doubt that 
‘she and her followers still adhere| 
to the Russian alliance, that they 
regard the breach of that allianee| 
as disrespectful to the memory 
of Dr. Sun Yat-sen and that they| 
will continue to work for that 
alliance. It is presumed in Na- 
tionalist circles, although it is 
not definitely known to be so, 
‘that Mr. Eugene Chen is some-| 
where between Canton and Viad-| 
ivostck on a Russian vessel with, 
50 Russian advisers and 30,000 
rifles, and Mrs. Sun's telegram 
would seem to indicate that al- 
though she has by her published 
statements and her conduct 
clearly, and we believe sincerely, 
indicated her adherence to Com- 
munism and Russia, she was on 
her way back to China. It is 
to be presumed that Mr. Teng 
Jen-da, Dr. George Hsu Chien,| 
Messrs. Koo. Meng-yu, Kan 
Negai-kuan, Chen Kung-pao, Chen 
Tu-shiu and other Communists 
and their allies are still in China 
and in Nationalist territory and 
that they are freely propagating 
their ideas and are organizing 
to take possession of territory 
whence they might continue to 
conduct such a campaign of| 
hatred and bitterness. as ‘was: 
































Nowy nobody: will suggest that 
the: Nanking Government should| 
resort to medieval persecutic 
‘Nor.. would: any. foreigners ap. 
Prove.of. a promiscuous slaugh-_ 
tering. of innocents to settle an| 
ancient. grudge. or to: mark the 
swing of the pendulum, but 
the fact. remains that the 
Communist Party of China and 
its Kuomintang adherents are 
fighting the Nanking Government 
as.they are fighting the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council and all 
foreigners in:China. They utilize 
the industrial strike as their 
weapon. They stir up the work 
ers by vague but fascinating, 
promises, and having created 
disorders, they utilize. their| 
party members and the criminal 
elements in. the community, to| 
intimidate workers and employ- 
ers and, we are begining to sus- 
pect, even officials. ‘The Nanking] 
Government has ‘issued orders 
that there-should be no such 
strikes during this period of] 
house-cleaning; yet, not a 
gle strike in Shanghai, which the| 
Communists organized in thei 
campaign against Nanking, has 
beem ordered to be settled by 
the Nanking Government. In 
fact, the-B.A.T. strike is openly 
finaneed by a suclety:which is 
headed by Kuomintang leaders, 
while the tramway strike, which 
was started only to involve the 
Settlement authorities in  dif-| 
ficulties, goes on with little 
prospect of immediate settlement, 
Yet, it would be a simple-mal 

ter’ for the Chinese police 
authorities to settle the strike 
in Pootung and for the Kuomin-| 
tang labour ‘unions ta outlaw 
the tramway strike. What are| 
we to understand by their failure 
te-act? What are we to under- 
stand by the continuance of the 
wharf trikes? Is the power 
of the Chinese Communists still 
greater than the Nanking Gov- 
ernment? 

Another interesting factor in 
this situation which foreigners 
II never disregard is a secret 
meeting: which took place at the 
Chinese» General Chamber of 
Commeree-last summer when the| 
Chinese ratepayers’ strike was 
at its height. This meeting, 
was attended by important mem-| 
bers of the Chinese Ratepayers 
Association and followed one of 
their larger mass meetings. It 
was called together to consider 
ways and means to force the 
Shanghai. foreigners to th 
knees in the event of a failure 
of-the Chinese ratepayers’ strike, 
At this meeting, a Chinese of the 
greatest prominence, who is now 
‘again active in politics, proposed 
that a campaign should be waged 
abroad to convince manufactur- 
ers that unless the present for- 
eign residents in Shanghai were 
reealled and new men sent out 
who were not “die-hards,” the 
manufacturers and sharehclders 
abroad would suffer. One won- 
ders what has become of that 
proposed campaign and whether 
some of the present strikes have 
not some relationship to it. For, 
the proposal eame in such a form 
as not to preclude possible 
union with the Communists for 
the purpese of damaging foreign 
industries and commercial in- 
terests in China, Furthermore, 
‘a circular was actually distri- 
buted-in the United States, the 
last paragraph of which read: 

“From this, it ought to be 
clear to us that persons and| 
organizations in China to-day 
suspected by the people of| 
blocking the free development | 
of: this fundamental process 

(Nationalism as_ represented 

by Nanking last summer) will 

have their usefulness serious- 
ly affeeted and even their con- 
tinued. existence threatened, 

The same would be true cf! 

governments and nations.”

THE RUSSIAN LESSON 
Dec. 21. 

The departure cf the Soviet 
Consul-General and his. staff 
from Shanghai, which has been 
announced to take place to-day, 
offers a lesson tv all foreign 
countries in the proper method 
of maintaining permanent. re- 
lations with the Chinese people, 
It was in 1923 that Soviet Rus- 
sia determined to select one 
party in China, cne group ‘of 
Chinese leaders, and to attempt 
through them to rule China and 
to use it as the spring board for 
the world revolution, Comrade 
Borodin was 
where he offered to financs 
equip, advise, direct and sup: 
port any government which Dr, 
Sun Yat-sen. and his following 
could establish there, The Third 
International had been in direct 
relations with the Kuomintang 
since 1920, when Mr. Lao Chung- 
kai_made his connections with 
Moscow. It was during that 
year that the Chinese workers 
in Moscow in their convention 
elected Dr. Sun Yat-sen and 
Nicolai Lenin as their honor- 
ary. presidents, 

Comrade Borodin's influence 
with Dr. Sun was so powerful 
that when the -Kucmintang.con- 
gress met at Canton during Jan- 
uary, 1924, the programme of. 
principles and tactics which he 
had drawn’ up and party 
and governmental organization 
which he had prepared wag ac- 
cepted by Dr Sun and his party 
unhesitatingly. Among the sin- 
gularly sinister propositions 
which Dr. Sun accepted un- 
hesitatingly was the inclusion 
of the members of the Com- 
munist Party cf China as 
members of the Kuomintang. 
In the reorganized party which 
Comrade Borodin achieved these ~ 
Communists played an increa: 
ingly greater: vole, for they did 
not accept governmental appoint- 
ments but devoted themselves 
entirely: to pivotal party  posi- 
tions, to seeretaryships, to or- 
ganization work, to youth, 1 
beur, peasant and women move- 
ments, and finally to propaganda, 
While the historic leaders of the 
Kuomintang were quarreling 
ever what appeared to them at 
the moment to be national que: 
tions, the Chinese Communist: 
controlled by Comrade Borodin, 
created a new Kuomintang, 
which from 1924 to August, 1927, 
he alone directed except during 
a short pericd between March 
and May, 1926. 

Soviet Russia poured into this 
effort huge sums of money. They 
sent advisers to Canton who re- 
organized every branch of the 
Government. ‘They helped to 
establish the Whampoa Academy 
and placed at its head, General 
Chiang Kai-shek, who had visited 
Russia. They attached tv: each'« 
commanding general a Russian 
adviser who pratically led that 
general's army. They drilled 
and schooled ycunger generals 
80 that when they were prepared 
to oust the older ones, they had 
their own mento. take ‘their 
places; They got rid of such 
grcups as they termed bour- 












































‘at astvan.end:had-come to the 
ineufferable-year since the Com- 
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geois-nationalistic, and concen- 
trated public effort on the s0- 
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vietization of South China. ‘The 
events in Shanghai and in 
Shameen in May and June, 1925, 
gave them final control of the 
Kuomintang, for by then Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen was dead and Boro- 
din was his successor. 

There was little opposition in 
the Kuomintang to the Soviet 
mastery of their party. The 
‘Western Hills Group protested; 
General Hsu Chung-tze objected 
and was ousted; but on the 
whole, the Russian assistance 
‘was welcomed and every dollar 
of Russian muney was accepted 
and every Russian was regarded 
as an oracle, It was only in 
March, 1926, that an attempt 
was made in Canton to get rid’ 
of this Soviet influence, an_at- 
tempt led by Dr. C. C. Wu, Gen- 
eral Wa Teh-chen and Mr. Sun 
Fo, but this failed because 
General Chiang Kai-shek was 
not prepared to break with 
Russia on the eve of the North- 
fern expedition, and when Boro- 
din returned to Canton in May, 
he brought with him more arms, 
‘more money, more munitions and 
more advisers. ‘The Northern ex- 
pedition commenced and, under 
Soviet tutelage, the Kuomintang 
reached the Yangtze and Shang- 
hal, But by that time, there 
was so much jealousy and strife 
within the Kuomintang and so 
much personal bitterness be- 
tween General Chiang Kai-shek 
and Comrade Borodin, that the 
party was split into two parts, 
one controlling Wuhan and ¢] 
other Nanking, — Subsequent 
Kuomintang history deals with 
‘this split, which has culminated 
in the present enforced exodus 
of the Soviet: consuls. 

The quid pro quo for all the 
Soviet assistance was that 80 
much of China as the Kuomin- 
tang might ecntrol should hate 
Great Britain. And the Kuomin- 
tang hated, British individuals 
were insulted, oppressed, and 
driven from’ thefr stations; 
British goods were boycotted; 
British business houses were 
attacked; British shipping was 
shut down by labour and peliti- 
cal troubles. ‘That is what So-| 
viet Russia gave the Kuomintang 
money and arms and munitions 
to do and the job was joyfully 
and openly done. By the time 
the Nationalists and their Com- 
munist allies reached the Yang- 
‘ze, they could no longer control 
thetr hatred, for it had grown 
strong with ‘praétice: they now 
ineluded the United States and 
Japan in their antipathy fer 
civilized nations and the Nan- 
King outrage was the culmina- 
tion of a schooling in brutality 
and barbarous practices which 
the Russian advisers and their 
Communist pupils gave to the 
rank and file of the Kuomintang, 
beth military and eivilian, 
Whether the Nanking outrage 
shocked the Kuomintang as 
much as any decent men should 
be by such horrors or whether 
it was just politics, the Russians 
were never as popular after that 
gory event as they had been 
before. 

‘New, the Russians are reaping 
4 proportion of their reward. 
Whenever a Russian is caught 
by the generals whom he former- 
ly advised, he is arrested or 
shot. We’ have no. sympathy 
with the Soviet agents. ‘They 
deserve the fate they are meet- 
ing. But it is interesting to re- 
call that the men wh¢ are most 
loudly attacking them are the 
men whom they did most to 
elevate. Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
‘was the Russian tool par excel- 
Yenee in the Kuomintang. He 
had many opportunities to lessen 
‘their hold upon the party of 
which he was chairman, but he 
served their cause constantly 
until the Canton coup d'état fail- 
ed and now he has turned upon 
‘them. General Chiang Kai-shek 
is leading the forces for their 
undoing. Others, less import- 
ant, have seen wisdom in being 
anti-Soviet at this moment of 
their failure and the stoppage of 
supplies. As long as there was 


























union between the Kuomintang 
and the Communist Party of 
China, men moved warily before 
they even suggested that Soviet 
Russia might be deing harm to 
their country; but after the de- 
cision of the Third Internation- 
al that the Communist Party of 
China should separate itself 
from the Kuomintang, these 
leaders turned on Soviet Russia 
with all the venom which they 
had only a few months before 
used against Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan at the 
Soviet's behest. As we have 
said, it constitutes a lesson 
which it may be hoped will not 
be lost un other countries should 
events tend to lead them into a 
line of action favouring one 
particular faction—and favour- 
ing it with material and in the 
hope of securing scme concrete 














ANACHRONISMS 
UNENDING 


Dec. 22, 

Brigadier-General Sir William 
Horwood’s denunciation of the 
trams as “an anachrcnism in 
the streets,” causes one to note 
the rapidity with which mile- 
stones in cur civilization are 
passed. For centuries, the good 
old horse carried man “from 
place to place, unless he depend- 
ed upon his own motive power. 
In backward countries, the ox, 
the ass, the camel and perhaps 
a few other eattle served to keep 
man from utilizing his own 
strength for the mere business 
of locomction. Steam transport. 
ation ushered in the age of 
speed, which apparently the mod, 
ern man still finds slow, for 
efforts are unceasingly being 
made to cut down the aeroplane 
time across the Atlantic and 
at this moment French aviators 
are attempting to make the dis- 
tance between Paris and Hanct 
more of a jump than a journey. 

‘The first tramway—which is 
a track and not a vehicle—was 
laid down in New York as re- 
cently as 1832 and was not 
successful, for, twenty years 
later, a French engineer revived 
this system of locomotion. Eng- 
land did not see tramways until 
1860 and London not before the 
following year. ‘The British 
publie found the tramway sys- 
tem employed in London at that 
time dangerous and obstruct 
onist and the tracks had to be 
removed. A Tramway Act was 
passed in 1870 and after that 
tracks were laid everywhere. 
When electricity was finally ay 
plied to this means of ccmmuni- 
cation, apparently the last word 
in rapid and modern transit 
had been achieved and the world 
settled down to strap-hanging 
and all the virtues cf modern 
ation. Yet Sir William 
Horwood denounced this very 
recent innovation—with its ex- 
istence of only a few decades— 
as something which caused “his 
blocid to boil when he saw the 
roads blocked by these ancient 
vehicles.” So moves the pre- 
sent world! 

Tt was the motor car which 
drove the horse tc the world 
of sport and which will proba- 
bly ultimately send the tramway 
into the class of railroads. The 
motor bus has become popular 
because it is more flexible than 
the fixed tramway, but the old 
order changeth slowly and the 
trams upset the bus’s calcul; 
tions by running without rails. 
But the development of gcod 
roads, the cheapness of motor 
fuel, the improvement of the 
motor vehicle, and its compara 
tive inexpensiveness, have re- 
sulted in an increase in the use 
of this medium for both street 
transportation within cities and 
inter-urban transportation be- 
tween towns. The charabanc is 
3 favoured in Britain as the 
“rubberneck” is in the United 
States. 

Of course, this is by no means 















































the end. Colonel Lindbergh has 


apparently settled down tv the 





taxicab. Mr. Levine's antics in 
Europe had the advantage of 
showing the speed maniac that 
he can take a chance in a plane 
as easily as in a roadster. There 
still hope that we shall di 
sr a method for. ecntrolling 
traffic in the skies by red and 
green lights and that youthful 
lovers will take off in a hydrc- 
plane to escape the too vigilant 
chaperone. Speed has really 
not yet been achieved.. Our lit- 
tle world is still moving at a 
snail's pace and man will one 
day be whisked about perhaps 
by some kind of device which 
will land him in Peking for din- 
ner from Londin where he 
Kissed his lady farewell after 
breakfast. 

One wonders sometimes 
whether there Is such a tre- 
mendous advantage, however, in 
the speed which man is achiev- 
ing. The world is much smaller 
these days than it was in the 
time of Alexander the Great, 
for instance. But he managed 
to traverse goodly part of it 
and slowly enough tc see some 
of it, The intellectual paucity 
of speed is undoubtedly best 
exemplified by the tourists who 
do the world in a month or si 
who spend a night in Shanghai 
an afternoon in Hongkong, who 
get a whiff of Cairy and a look 
at Malta and write home to 
their descendants that they 
have been to all the interesting 
places on earth and have seen 
enough of them to know all 
about eversthing. One sees 
them hereavhen they pace along 
‘The Bund and imagine that they 
have-been to China, Even when 
they are off their speed-driven 
ships, they rush and bustle 
about until they can see nothing 
and think of nothing except the 
next place to which they are 
going. They are not like the 
travellers of another generation 
who took a year off to study 
some distant place, and then 
knew it even better perhaps than 
the native, These speedy peo- 
ple really do not want to see 
things and know things because 
it is all in the guide-books any- 
how and they can find their 
lopinions ready-made, somewhere, 
to be repeated in letters home 
as solemn conclusions reached 
after much meditation and ex- 
perience. 

But no conservative note will 
step the human race from its 
speedy course. The pace for 
our generation has been set by 
the motor ears; the pace for our 
grandchildren by the weroplane. 
And perhaps the speediest of 
icles that we can now imag- 
ine will some day be called 
anachronisms by the successors 
of Sir William Horwood. For 
there is no end to new ideas 
and new inventions as long as 
there is the incentive of wealth 
and position for the fortunate 
individual who can conceive of 
something which saves time and 
energy. Now that one can talk 
across oceans and send_photo- 
graphs by telegraph and listen 
to concerts across continents 
and see through space and pro- 
duce the truth by injecting 
drugs there is no end to pro- 
babilities. What wonders have 
been produced in our short life- 
time; yet we are only at the 
beginning of it all! Perhaps 
we shall enjoy what we have 
to-day better if we try to forget 
how thoroughly mechanized the 
future is bound to become, 

































LESSON OF CHINESE 
MIGRATION 


Dee. 23. 

The migration of Chinese 
farmers from Shantung to Man- 
churia is no new phenomencn, 
but the statement of Reuter's 
Tsinanfu correspondent, that a 
million people have probably 
migrated during the year, ought 





to give thoughtful Chinese scme- 


thing to think’about. For the 
Shantung migration is not the 
only one. Peasants from Chihli 
and Honan are moving into Man. 
cburia and Mongolia in large 
numbers, so large, in fact, that a 
student of the problem describ- 
ed the new immigrants in 


northern Manchuria as resem- 
bling the European immigrants 
In 





‘who peopled the northw 
states of the United State 
the south.there is even a gre: 
er migration, although stati 
are at the moment not available. 
Chinese, mostly peasants from 
all parts of Kuangtung and 
Fukien, are leaving China alto- 
gether. They move down inty 
Singapore, the Malay States, 
Java, the Philippines, Saigor 
anywhere that they are per- 
mitted to enter. A recent semi- 
official estimate of Chinese cut- 
side of China brings the figure 
to approximately ten million: 

The comparative figures of the 
migrations, both north and 
suuth, show that only a small 
proportion of the huge popula- 
tion of ‘China is leaving. its 
homes for other parts, but 
actually the immigration is very 
large when cne remembers. the 
religious attachment which a 
Chinese has for the home of his 
ancestors, his unwillingness to 
quit his native village and take 
uff residence in unknown parts. 
Yet, the Chinese immigrant con- 
tinues in an increasingly large 
stream to move to British, 
French, Japanese, American and 
even Russian territory, because 
he finds life unbearable in his 
‘own country. It is the more 
hardy and adventuresome man 
who strikes out for new lands, 
and it is a remarkable fact that, 
generally, he is a more valuabl 
citizen in the new countries 
than he was in his native village 
He is generally law-abiding; he 
becomes an excellent labourei 
he develups large businesses; 
and when he returns to China, 
he seeks a place for investments, 
and seldom finds it, unless in 
the foreign-controlied Shanghai, 
which more nearly resembles the 
foreign-controlled areas where 
his fortune was made, It can- 
not easily be forgotten that the 
few succesfully-managed modern 
corporate enterprises which 
have brilliantly weathered the 
slump of the past few years are 
the department stores and cot~ 
ton mills which are owned and 
managed by Chinese from 
Australia, 

‘The population of Shantung 
in 1928, before the present mad- 
ness of feudal wars commenced, 
was estimated to be 30,000,000. 
It is probably less now, but even 
taking that figure, a migration 
of one million, presumably 
adults, represents a very large 
proportion of the whole. It 
means that those who are not 
soldiers or bandits and can no 
Jonger be peasants are forced 
to leave their homes. And this 
is the condition in the sacred 
province of China! In Kiangsu, 
Anhui, and in the other Yangtze 
provinces, the people have not 
yet reached suck ‘desperation, 
but they are verging upon it. 
The recent coup @état in Canton 
can be expected tu send several 
hundred thousand Cantonese to 
the Malay States or French 
Indo-China, In a word, in north 
and south, in every part of the 
‘country from which there is any 
kind of a report, the masses of 
the Chinese people are being 
driven to despair by the reckless 
rapacity of the militarists and 
their political allie 

From thig ‘standpoint, it is 
interesting to note that the 
Kuangsi commanders, who -re- 
present perhaps a brighter spot 
in the Kuomintang than the 
usual opportunists, are recon- 

idering the question of the 
northern expedition and are 
beginning to concentrate their 
strength in their own southern 
provinces. They will before 
Jong entirely disappear from 






























































this part of China and will hold 
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the two Kuangs and. the two 
Hus, that is, Kuangtung and 
Kuangsi and Hunan and Hupeh, 
in a very loosely joined feder 

tion which the Nanking Govern 
ment may or may not’ be able 
to represent internationally — 
depending upon what constitutes 








the Nanking Government. It is 
further interesting to note that, 
under these commanders, Kuang- 





si has become prosperous, has 
become less dependent upon 
Canton, that more rvads were 
built, more schools opened than 
ever’ before, These men have 
had their adventure in inter- 
provincial warfare and have 
learned that the politicians sim- 
ply use them. They are now go= 
ing home to manage their own 
affairs, Similarly, the Hunanese 
generals are weary of being 
sacrificed by the politicians and 
they are going home to manage 
their provinces 

‘Thus, we are returning te ex- 
actly ‘the feudal conditions 
which obtained before the 
Kiangsu-Chekiang war of 1924 
which gave, the impetus to all 
this fighting. " The difference, 
at the moment, however, is that 
now there will be a greater mea- 
sure uf provincial autonomy, @ 
greater degree of self-govern- 
ment by the natives of the pro- 
vince. “In fact, it is reported 
from Kueichow’ that they ha 
a law which forbids entrance 
inte or removal from the pro- 
vince without permission from 
the provincial authorities, They 
have kept the Kuomintang as 
well as the Communists out of 
Kueichew during the past year. 

Now, there is no part of China 
which is at peace. The Kuomin- 
tang have been here since 
March, but the south is 
disturbed as much by inter 
strife as formerly it was by 
inter-provincial warfare, ‘The 
Kuomintang suffers from its 
‘own propaganda weapons; that 
ft uses certain violent 
slogans and agitational means 
to conquer an enemy through the 
lowest strata of society, bj 
then it cannot control I 
masses which it has arou: 

In the north, everything has, 
however, not gone well because 
the heavy cost of the civil war 
must be borne by the people, 
whese suffering is pitiful. ‘The 
marching of troops across pr 
vinees does not make for peace 
and safety for the peasants, and 
in southern Chihli, Shantung, 
northern Kiangsu, Henan, and 
Anhui, the bandits and’ Red 
Spears have had a free hand and 
the people have paid with thei 
lives and their harvests, These 
conditions have nothing to do 
with imperialism, unequal treat. 
ies, or other difficulties which 
face the Chinese of our Settle- 
ment and which involve fore 
ers, These conditions arise 
from sheer spoliation of the 
country by  militarists and 
politicians, who, after they have 
done their vile deeds, sail off 
to European countries, as Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei has done aftet 
his Canton coup d’état, 

‘The questicn that the foreign- 
er is bound to ask is why the 
Chinese masses submit to these 
conditions and how lung will 
they submit. We know that the 
liticians diverted their atten- 
tion from themselves to the 
foreigner, and we know that 
Soviet Russia evnfused them by 
their insidious propaganda, but 
the Chinese peasant is a whole- 
some human being, who has in 
the past defended his home and 
his farm against the rapacity of 
his rulers, Will he submit much 
longer? Will he migrate to 
safer parts, such as the steppes 
of Mongolia and Manchuria and 
the foreign-controlied lands of 
the South Seas, or will he strike 
at the fundamental evil, the 
militarists and politicians who 
rob and betray him? ‘These are 
questions which will probably 
be answered very soon in some

He said:—"A people 
fit for democracy will recognize 
doth its sphere and its limita- 


tions.” A people fit for demo- 
cracy! ‘That is. a striking 
phrase, It assumes—and it is a 


Very great assumption—that all 
men are not, necessarily, en- 
dowed with abilities to exercis 
the functions of a democratic 
eople. For example, the Rus: 
jan soldiers in the Kremlin 
jquare at Mescow, shouting for 
‘a constitution, when asked what 
‘they meant by this new word 
which they had learned, parrot- 
Jike, replied that they supposed 
it was the name of the wife uf 
the Crown Prince. ‘The reply 
casts a not altogether unpleas- 
ing light on their mental 
‘They were loyal subjects of the 
Empire and they wanted nothing 
unreasonable but—and thi 
point tco should be noted—th 
‘wanted something. ‘There 
a certain source of dissatis! 
tion in their lives which they 
were crying out to have put 
right, and someone had assured 
them’ that “Constitution” would 
do it for them. ‘They mis-stated 
their need but their meaning 
should have been plain to those 
responsible for the redress of 
the conditions that were mak- 
ing life intolerable. No one 
would say that the mass of the 
Chinese people are “fit for de- 
mocracy” but they are conscious 
of a need which they cannot 
articulate and he who could 
interpret and answer their dumb 
aspirations would be a states- 
man of whom his country might 
well be proud. 


A second qualification nece: 
sary for the successful operation 
‘of a democratic government, ac- 
cording to the speaker, is a will- 
ingness tv compromise. ‘That is, 
‘a willingness to see the other 
side of the question on which 
you differ from your opponents. 
‘A willingness to compromise is 
‘a willingness to bow to necess- 
ity. In Britain, America, or 
any democratic ‘country, when 
‘one party are defeated at the 
polls they accept the decision 
of the pecple and relinquish of- 
fice in favour of those who have 
secured a majority of votes. In 
Jands under an arbitrary or, as 
the Chinese would call it, an 
“Smperialistic” ‘ government, 
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when the party in power are de- 
fgated in an election they plunge 
‘the country into war. This 
means that, by whatever name 
they call themselves, they dare 
not trust democracy and are 
despots at heart. Democracy 
implies toleration, and tolera- 
tion means liberty to differ’ 
from the accepted authority. In 
London the Socialists. may or- 
procession through the 
city, waving red flags and_shout- 
ing for the downfall of the gov- 
ernment in power and even of 
the monarchy. The police will 
shepherd their march and, if 
need be, protect them from’the 
animosity they themselves pro- 
voke by their lawless behaviour. 
If an anti-Soviet demonstration 
were staged in Moscow the par- 
ticipants would not go a dozen 
yards before they would be shot 
down in the streets. ‘This is the 
difference between a real demo- 
eracy and a despotism ma: 
querading as a people's party. 

Confucius was once asked by 
one of his fullowers what would 
be the first thing he would do 
if he were invited by one of 
the petty kings of his day to 
take charge of the government. 
“L would rectify the names 
which things are called there. 

















Tt would be a mighty reform in 
our day if the names of things 
correspond to the reality of the

As 
it is unlikely that this desirable 
reform will come to pass in the 
near future the best we can do

Bank Buying at Premium: Mills 
Forced to Close 
. Mukden, Dee. 14. 


‘The Kungehichan, a firm affliated

A Threatened Serious Uprising.

Ningpo, Dee. 13. 

During the past three weeks. 
there has been a rounding-up of 
Communists in Ningpo. A mild 
form of martial law has been in 
force and armed patrols have been 
policing the streets night and day. 
To be out of doors after nine 
O'clock at night without a pass from 
the police office would put one in 
danger of arrest. A. special eom~ 
mission for the searching out and 
trial of suspected Communists has} 
een meeting every day. The 
atest reports state that over 
seventy arrests have been made; 
twentynine have been released, 
about twenty have been sent on to 
Hanghow as convicted Communists, 
‘and the remainder are languishing 
in the Ningpo prison, awaiting. 
further investigation, 

From the first, the rumour has 
been current that plans for an ex- 
tensive Communist uprising in 
this part of the province had been 
discovered, but hitherto there has! 
been a curious lack either of in 
terest or excitement among the 
populace, In fact, a tendency has 
been discernible to’ treat the whole 
affair yory lightly and even to de- 
precate the activity of the authorit- 
es as a needless interference with 
a few harmless indibiduals holding 
extrome political views. Now, how- 
ever, tho reasons for the precau- 
tions and for the arrests made have 
een published in the local press, 
in the form of the full text of the 
Aiscovered Communist plot, If 
moroly a fraction of the revelations| 
haye a basis of truth, then ‘the 
authorities are to be commended 
heartily for their promptness in 
successfully suppressing — what 
thyeatened to bo a very serious.

‘The Plot Leaks Out 

‘Tho report states that a military |

‘The main points in the plot are 
given under three heads:—(1) to 
seize the authority in all the chief 
places in east Chékiang; (2) to kill 
landowners and gentry. burn all 
Innd deeds and distribute the land 
‘among the farmers; (3) to make 
arrangements for a general upris- 
ing on the fines of banditry. The

Knowing as we do the character 
fsties of the Chinese race, it does not 
at all surprise us to find that the late 
change of government has not in 
itsolf greatly affected the Chinese 
business world, but that shops are 
open as usual, and that trade is go- 
ng on in the samo fashion that it 
has these many thousands of years, 
Dut it does open one’s eyes to see 
the great progress that is being 
made in street repairing, and this 
fin the faco of the fact that Wong! 
Kei-cheung, the new dictator, is! 
deset by enemies on all sides, and 
is engaged in a struggle which, if 
the fates are agaitst. him, will 
mean the utter ruin of his hopes, 
and the cutting short of his ambi- 
tious career. At such a critical 
time, ordinary Chinese military|

‘One of the most remarkable re« 
sults of the anarchy existing in the 
province of Shantung—due to th 
depredations of bandits, the selzure 
of transport (which renders it im= 
possible for farmers to market 
their produce), impossibly heavy 
taxes and the ‘commandeering of 
animals and live-stock by the mili« 
tary—is the tremendous exodus 
whick has taken place this year to 
Manchuria, 

‘The records of the harbour au 
thorities at Tsingtao show that over 
00,000 inhabitants of the provines 
have left that port for North China 
this. your. “Tt is. probable that as 
many have sailed from Chefoo and 
Lungkow, while many thousands 
have left in special trains. ‘The 
local authorities appear to be en« 
couraging the migration in evory 
possible way. 

Estimates vary, but, according to 
information available from all 
sources, it seems likely that the 
total namber of emigrants is not 
far short of 1,000,000, It is pro- 
bable that a large number will ree 
turn to the province after the har- 
vest in Manchuria, but the tendeney 
has been for most of the men to 
take thelr families with them, to 
settle permanently in the new land, 

In certain distriets, the effect ha 
been very marked. Round Ichowfu, 
for instance, formerly a rich farm 
ing district, it is now: possible to 
travel for a couple of days without 
seeing more than four or five 
Peorle.

‘The death of Mr. P, B. Riley, the 
young Correspondent ‘of “The 
‘Times" in China, was chronicled 30 
far as the facts aire ever likely to be 
Known, Some account was also 
given of his crowded life us Rhodes 
Scholar, soldier, Civil servant, 
student in an American University, 
and’ journalist in different parts of 
‘the'world. It is thought now that a 
ew typical extracts from the private 
letters which he wrote from China 
during this lest summer may also 
have’ a: certain interest for a wider 
in that to which they were 
At least they record the 
first impressions of a fresh mind, by 
‘no means untrained, upon a problem 
which is peculiarly clouded by fixed 
ideas.

familiarity with his national prod- 
ucts. Ho is frequently _confront- 
Jed with the peculiar problem of a 
low offer of unknown utility con- 
trasted with a high offer of known 
utility. “Whichever way he decides 
there is a possible economic loss.

‘The continuous increase of inter-

Practice is very much divided on 
the subject of overhead charges. 
From one point of view, in a manu- 
facturing establishment which has 
‘no raison d’étre other than the out- 
put of certain articles, all expenses

‘means that office expenses, manage- 
ment salaries, depreciation of build- 
ings and plant, interest on deben- 
‘tures, ete, must be spread somé 
what’ arbitrarily over the output.

At a recent meeting *of the 
Engineering Society of China 
Dr. H. Chatley gave an interesting 
‘address on “Engineering © and 
Economies”. The paper dealt with

took place there on Sunday, in which | 
practically the whole staff was in| 
volved, and, by a marvellous piece 
of organization, the entire com. 
plicated business of the Customs 
with all its different departments 
was transferred, books, files, records, 
papers, and all, from'the old tem- 
Porary’ building to the new, and, 
‘when the opening ceremony’ took 
place on Monday morning at 11 
o'clock, everything was in order and 
everyone knew his place. The 
opening itself was an informal affair 
at which the, Superintendent of 
Customs, the Commissioner, Mr. F._ 
W. Maze, and others of the staff, 
members of the Consular Body and 
‘a few Chineso bankers were present, 
‘and, after champagne and sandwiches 
had beon handed round and_ the 
building declared open, the work of 
the Customs House was carried on| 
without a hitch from where it had 
left off in ‘the other building on 
Saturday night, 
‘The Curious in Attendance 

‘The building on Monday of course, 
besides being full of real workers, 
was also filled in the lobbies and 
passages and everywhere possible 
subjecting every- 
jerutiny. ‘The en- 
nce hall, with its spacious floor| 
ind pillars and handsome contre- 
piece of bronze above which is a 
rotunda embellished with delicately 
eoloured mosaic scones of river and 
Junks, was especially full, and 
‘minute inspections were carried out, 

Behind this lobby wich was so 
appreciated six lifts operate and a 
‘wide stair cage leads to the next 
floor, and everywhere passages and| 
halls give an impression of a 
‘spaciousness capable of accommodat- 









































ing any amount of hurrying officials, 
chit-coolies, ete, without undue con: 
fusion. 

Offices of Superintendent and 


Commissioner 

‘The offices ae all excellently| 
fitted up and especially handsome 
fare those allotted to the Superin- 
tendent and the Commissioner. 
‘This is the first time the former has 
fever had a room in the Customs 
building itself, and that which will 
now be his has been especially fitted 
up by the architects after Chinese 
style, being panelled up to the 
coiling in gold-flocked red and green 
picked out’ with black. The Com- 
missioner’s office is carried out iv 
wn entirely different way. The 
‘walls are panelled with stained 
‘wood, with carved insets, up to 
within four feet of the ceiling where 
a grvon and gold paper begins and 
continues to the ceiling which is 
all beamed in squares with a golden 
rose ingot in each. ‘The woodwork| 
of the desk and chairs matches the 
panelling, and greon and gold cur- 
tains complete the fittings save for 
a picture in pastel shades of old 
‘Shanghai which is placed over the 
mantel.

Concession: Annamite Killed 


‘An attempted armed robbery on! 
Saturday at a ~dwelling house 
situated at 7 Manila Road had fatal 
consequences. An alarm having! 
‘been given, the S. M. Police chased 
‘three robbers to the French Conces- 
mn where the French police joined 
jin the chase, One Annamite police- 
man was shot dead and one was 
wounded. One robber was wounded| 
fend subsequently died in hospital, 
the stolen property, amounting to| 
‘a few dollars, being found on his 
Person together with a pistol. One 
Chincse pedestrian was shot as the 
result of the exchange of ballets. 
Inspector Taulier, in charge of 
Avenue Joffre station, although two 
bullets pierced his clothing, fortun- 
ately was not struck by either. 
Alarm by Shopkeeper 

‘The affair, in which more than 
150 shots were fired, was precipitated 
when a shopkeeper gave the alarm 
‘as the robbers entered his establish- 
ment about 9.30 am. The Sani- 
cipal Police responded to the alarm 
‘and, as the robbers fled along Avet 
Edward VII, the officers fired at 
‘them without apparent effect. 

‘The gang made for the French| 
Concession, two of them disappear- 
ing, whilst a third was driven into 
‘an alleyway. He stopped moment- 
farily and fired three shots at the| 
French police. Inspector Taulier 
‘ordered out the reserve unit and the| 
posse surrounded the house in 
which the robber had taken refuge. 

Desperate Fight by Robber 

In a dramatic manner the robber 
began his fight for freedom and left] 
the house, shooting at the party. 
‘One of his bullets struck an “An-' 
namite policeman who was removed 
to hospital where he. died. The] 
robber eluded the party for the 
time being and got into the Mfoham-

‘The frst oficial demonstration of 
the newest method in Shanghai to 
cope with the evér-increasing armed 
robber problem, was given on 
Wednesday morning in Sinza 
police station in the presence 
of the Mr. S. Fessenden, Chair- 
man of the Municipal Council, 
Captain. E. 1M. Barrett, 
Commissioner of’ Police, Captain 
Fiori, Chief of the French Police, 
Captain W.-G. Clarke, Director of 
Griminal Tatelligence, ‘the inspect- 
‘ors and detectives in charge of the 
police stations, and a large number 
of other detectives and interested 
‘municipal and French police. 

‘Tho apparatus is an electric burg- 
lar device, which is being installed 
by the Oriental Electric Protective 
Association. wherein every house 
Which subscribes to the system has 
direct electrical connection with the 
nearest police station. ‘The police 
department has given official sane- 
tion to the service, and will provide 
adequate space in’varioa: stations 
for the installation of the necessary 
units within the police stations. 


Demonstration at Sinza 


‘The adequacy of the system 
amply 
Officers, i 
‘ception of Chief Inspector Aiers, 
did not know from which house or 
at what time the alarm would be 
given. A messenger went to the 
designated place, pressed a button, 
‘and roused the station. ‘The station 
force turned out en masse, and with- 
in two minutes they ' were at 
the dwelling in Myburgh-Road. Had 
armed robbers actually been inside, 
they would have met with more 
trouble than they had expected. 

‘The apparatus is simple enough as 
far as the subscriber is concerned. 
‘The company supplies as many push 
Dattons as he may desire, and will 
install them at convenient points— 
at the head of the bed, under a 
counter, alongtide the” eash box, 
near the door, ete. Company 
‘engineers will seal windows or doors 
in such a manner that, should they 
be opened, the circuit will be broken, 
by which process the station at once 
will be roused by the ringing of a 
‘gong in the charge-room. | Once the 
plant has been used a representative 
of the company will make proper 
connections again in the house. The 
mechanism isnot dependent upon 
Municipal electricity, for the com- 
pany installs its own storage cells, 
which are constantly recharged. 

Quick Alarms Needed 

Tt long has been recognized in 
police circles that armed robbers 
could ficiently be dealt with 
were the station but informed at 
the time, instead, as sometimes is 
the cate, several hours later. The 
gallant deeds last month of Sgt. 
Henton in West Hongkew and Sgt. 
Read in Sinza, have proved this, 
they say. By the method just des- 
cribed residents and shopkeepers 
will be able to inform them im- 
mediately anything goes wrong.

“Major-General A. E. Wardmop 
‘who shortly will relieve Majow 
General Duncan as G.0.C., bho 
North China Command, not’ only 
has a brilliant reputation as a 
soldier but also as a sportsman asd 
author. Born if 1872, his first com- 
mission in the Army was as 2ud 
Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery, 
in 1892, and since then he has risea 
steadily, serving throughout the 
[Great ‘War in different capacities, 
until he has reached his present 
position, and all who have served 
under him, either during the wat 
jor later in India, eoneur in their 
opinion of his’ brilliancy and 
efficiency as an officer and a leader. 

After the war, Major-Genoral 
Wardrop spent some time in Pales- 
tine, in command of tho ‘troops 
there, and then, from 1928 to 1926, 
he served in India. “He had not 
been in the latter place long before 
he had a very narrow escape from 
[death, for one morning, as he was 
passing'from bis sleeping tent to

immediately rushed back to his tent, 
and, taking his razor, cut a large 
piece out of his foot all round the 
spot where the snake's fangs had 
punctured the skin, and it is un-

A Great Sportsman 

While in India, the General, an

Effective Measures 

‘There can be little doubt but that!

We very much regret having to 
announce the death of ore of the, 
‘most likeable and widely-krown of | 
the rapidly diminishing old schoo! 
in Shanghai—Mr. J.B. Grant. 
Apparently he had been suffering 
for some time—though his activity 
never would have sugipsted it 
from a disease which eventually 
developed into gangrene of one foot 
and a few days ago it was found 
necessary to amputate the foot.

‘Sin,—I have just read with great| 
interest the article on “The Spanish 
Treaty” which appeared in your 
Journal of November 18 last and 
shall be grateful if you will give 
‘me fair play and publish this letter 
in your esteemed columns. 

‘The opinions expressed in that, 
article may be summed up as 
fullows: 

(Ql) Article 23 of the forme 
Sino-Spanish Treaty provides for 
revision at every ten years of only 
its tariff and commercial clauses. 

(2) The Government of Peking 
has no right to negotiate treaties. 

(3) In demanding complete 
revision of the treaty the Ministry, 
‘of Foreign Affairs in Peking is 
taking advantage of its knowledge, 
that Spain has no great military or 
naval forces available at hand. 

Permit me to point out, in the 


















first place, that while Article 
indeed iy the authority for revising 
the tariff and commercial clauses 


every ten years, it can hardly be 
inferred therefrom that the other 
clauses agreed upon more than 60 
years ago cannot be revised at all 
but should instead be maintained 
in perpetuity, whatever might be 
the changes’ in the social and 
‘economic life of the two contracting 
parties. Article 23, therefore, 
‘means that as regards the tariff and 
commescial clauses revision thereof 
should be asked ‘for only after 
definite periods of ten years each 
so that the economic life of beth 
countries may be periodically re- 
gulated. If the revision of the 
yomaining clauses is not provided 
for, it docs not mean that they can: 

















not be revised at all but that their 
revision is not subjected to the 
eondition of a decennial period 


stipulated in Article 23. ‘Such an 
interpretation is the only one co 
sistent with the general. principles 
of law, whether civil, constitutional 
or internatiobal, 

As regards the second point, it 
should suffice to mention that ‘the 

jpanish Governinent. itself has not 
only negotiated with the Peking, 
Government but also notified the 
same government of its intention, 
to revise the whole treaty and not 
merely the commereial clauses, 
thereof, 

"The third contention ig therefore 
irrelevant since it is, immaterial

troverted. ‘The events of the past 
year have not altered the history 
‘of missionary enterprise previous 
to 1926, and have not altered the 
facts regarding the establishment 
‘of the Foreign Concessions, oF 
queeze” by Chinese servants, ot 
the basis on which Chinese claim a 
voiee in Municipal Government, or 
the relative hygienic conditions of 
“the only modern sanitary cities in 
the whole of China,” and cities ex- 
elusively under Chinese control. 
‘They do not appear to mo, cithery 
to have produced any substantial 
evidence that would justify a 
conscientious observer in December, 
1926, in telling China's Nationalists 
that’ they have no Nationalism 
beyond “an induced negative pscudo- 
fervour,” and in 1927 that “ 
exalted’ idealism is leading their 
country from the stagnant marshes 
of an alien-imposed regression to 
the hard highway of progress."

the murder of a Special Constable 
‘who died on December 1 as a result 
of nm wound received when he 
attempted to arrest an armed 
Chinese in the Hongkew district on 
the previous night. 


In connection with the above re- 
ports twelve persons were arrested. 
Four died of wounds received at the 

ime of their arrest, one was sent-| 
fenced to. imprisonment, the charge 
‘gainst ‘three. was withdrawn and 
four are under remand. 

‘Two men were arrested on Nover- 
ber '5 for boing concerned inthe 
rurder of an umah who was shot in 
the West Hongkew district on Octo- 
bor 12, One was sentenced Lo death 
And the other to-18 years" imprison- | 
ment. Eight men on remand at the 
ef of October charged with four 
murders during ‘the present. year 
were dealt withs One was tentenced 
to death, six wore sentenced to in 
privonment and one wens acquitted. 

"The week ending November 26 Was 
1 record one in respect of the nuraber 
‘of encounters between the Police and 
farmtd criminals. On the morning 
‘of November 21 1 Chinese Constable 
was shot dead in the West Hongkese 
Aistriet by armed robbers whom he 
attempted. to arrest following an 
farmed robbery from dwelling 
house. ‘The following morning the 
same gong entered another house in 
the West Hongkew district, but fort- 
tunately an ama was able'to escape 
‘and inform the Police Station, The 
call was responded to. by foreign 
‘members of the Force who at creat 
personal risk attacked the robbers, 
fone officer shooting three robbers 
‘ead while another offeer accounted 
for the remaining one. ‘The robbers 
were found to be in possession of 
tivo loaded pistols and two imitation 
pistols. On the night of November 
Bra telophone message was recelved 
at the Sinza Polie Station reporting 
thot an armed robbery was in pro- 
ress at'a house in Taku Road. Two 
forcign officers and a Chinese Con- 
atable reached the scene in a short 
time and found that two of the rob- 
bers were stil on the premises. ‘The 
tivo miscreants were shot dead and 
found to be in possession of louded 
firearms. Shortly after noon on 
November 26 an attempt was made 
to abduct a Chinese outside his house 
‘on Burkill Road by four men, threo 
‘of whors were armed, An’ alarm 
‘was tuised by a chauffeur blowing a 
Whistle snd the abductors dispersed. 
One, who. was in possession of 
Toned pistol, was shot and fatally

‘When arrested he was in posseasion 
‘of a loaded pistol, He died on 
‘November 26. 

Armed Abduction—Three Chin- 
ese were abducted by armed gangs 
from the Settlement during the 
‘month, whilst an attempt was made 
to abduct another. In two eases the 
persoas ubducted regsined thei 
freedom as a result of police action, 
whilst in the remaining instance the 
victim escaped when the ear in which 
he was being carried off was chased 
and collided with a tree, ‘Arrests 
were made in each case and totalled 
22 persons, five of whom were in 
possession of firearms. Two of tho 
‘accused died from wounds received 
in a duel with the Police. 

Sixteen persons on remand at the 
end of October charged with two 
cases of armed abduction and cne of 
intent to commit a felony (abdue- 
ton) were dealt with, ‘Twelve were 
sentenced to imprisonment and four 
wero acquitted. Two persons were 
arrested for the armed abduction of 
Chinese merchant in territory 
under Chinese jurisdiction and hand- 
ed over to the authorities concerned, 
Five persons, one of whom was in 
possession of londed firearms, were 
arrested and handed over to the 
French Police on a charge of armed 
abduction in the French Concession 
‘on June 24 last. 

Robbery.—119 reports of armed 
robbery from promises and 18 on the 
highway were recelved during the 
month. 10 eases of attempted 
armed robbery were also recorded. 
Shots were fired by the robbers in 
ighteon instances, resulting in the 
death of a Chinese Constable end the 
wounding of four Chinese civilians, 
Eight robbers died from wounds 
received at the time of their arrest. 

Tn connection with the foregoing 
and reports of armed robberies oc- 
curring prior to November 1, 36 per- 
Sons, 11 of whom were in possession 
of firearms, were arrested. Eight 
died of wounds received at the time 
of their arrest, one was sentenced to 
death, nine were sentenced to im- 
prisonment, five were acquitted and 
thirteen are on romand. 

Of 168 persons on remand at the 
end of October charged with armed 
robbery, 85 were dealt with. One 
was sentenced to death, 65 were 
sentenced to imprisonment, 3 were 
bound over, the charge against one 
was withdrawn, 15 were acquitted 
and the remainder aro under remand. 
‘Thirteen porsons on remand charged 
with being: members of armed gangs 
were further charged with armed 
robbery. Five were sentenced to 












































imprisonment and the remainder are | 


under remand. Three men charged 
with being in possession of firearms 
for an unlawful purpose were 
further charged with armed robbery. 
They weve sentenced to imprison- 
‘ment, In connection with armed| 
holdups in the French Concession, 13 
persons were apprehended and 
handed over to the French Police. 
‘One man arrested for armed robbery 
in Chinese territory was handed over 
to the authorities con:erned. 

Reports of robberies in which no 
arms were used totalled 11. Five 
person arrested in connection with’ 
these holdups were sentenced to i 
prisonment. Three persons on re~ 
mand at the end of October charged 
with this class of offence were 
sentenced to iaprisonment. 

Traficking in Firearms, ete— 
Six Chinese were arrested for being 
in possession of firearms for an un-

Suitable Interval to Allow Pro- 
gress in Designs 
London, Dec. 18, 

‘The desirability of holding the 
Schneider trophy contest every two 
‘years, instead of annually, has been| 

sussed between the British Air| 
‘Minister, Sir Samuel Hoare, and. 
General ‘Balbo, the Italian Under- 
Secretary for Air who ig paying 3 
short visit ta London. There is 
general agreement that an interval 
of one year is insufficient to allow 
of adequate progress between succes 
ive contests in technical design in 
marine aircraft, the development. 
of which was the express object of 
the trophy’s founder, M, Jacques 
Schneider. The British and Italian 
Governments therefore have decided 
to support the proposal for an 
amendment in the rules to provide 
that in the future the contest should 
take place bi-annually. 

As time does not admit of a 
formal alteraticn of the rules before 
the date of entries for the 1928 
contest, they have further mutually. 
‘agreed’ to notify the aeronautical 
bodies concerned in England and 
Italy that they do not propose to 
‘support any Italian or British entry 
in 1928, provided other countries 
signify their willingness to adjust 
themselves to the saine course. The: 
United States, French, and German 
authorities have been informally. 
consulted and are understood to 
coneur with the above proposals.—

M, SUPREME COURT 


‘THE SPENCER DIVORCE CASE 


In H, M: Supreme Court on Thurs- 
day, his Honour Judge Peter Grain 
delivered judgment in the case in 
‘which Frieda Elsa Spencer petition- 
ed the Court to grant a divorce 
from her husband William Henry. 
Spencer and also asked for custody 
fof the children of the marriage. 
‘There was a cross petition by the 
husband. 

‘Mx, Tycho Wing appeared for the 
petitioner and Mr. S. H. Lewis 
conducted the case for the husband, 
Mr. Lewis was not, however, in 
Court’ this morning and Mr. A. 
Covey represented the respondent on 
this oceasion. 

His Lordship eame to the con- 
clusion that the charge of adultery 
against Mrs. Spencer and Ludoif 
Dokse had not been proved but that 
there was sufficient proof of the: 
charge of adultery alleged in the 
petition against the husband. The 
‘cross petition of the latter ws 
therefore, dismissed with costs and 
a decree nisi, with custody of the 
children, was granted to the 
petitioner, Mrs. Spencer, access 
being given to the respondent. Mr. 
Covey gave notice of appeal and 
intimated that fresh evidence wot 
be adduced. 

The full judgment is as follows:— 

This is a wife's petition for 
divoree on the ground of her: 
husband's adultery. 

The petitioner states that the 
parties were married on December 1, 
1920 and have had four children 
issue of their marriage and that on 
or about July 6, 1926, the respond 
ent committed’ adultery with a 
Chinese woman whose name is 
unknown to the petitioner. And 
the petitioner asks for a dissolution 
of the marriage and the custody of 
the children, 

‘The answer of the respondent is 
to the effect that he denies that he 
has committed adultery, and that on 
or about September 16, 1926, the 
petitioner committed adultery ‘with 
one Ludolf M, J. Dohse at 20 
‘Tracey Terrace, Shanghai, and that 
jon September 17, 1926, the petitioner | 
deserted her husband the respondent 
‘and took away the children, And 
the respondent claims a dissolution 
of the marriage on the ground of 
his wife’s adultery and usks for 
the custody of tho children. 


Cross Petitions a Paradox 

Gross petitions always appear to 
me to be somewhat of a paradox. 
Both parties asking for a dissolu- 
mn of their marriage, and then 
cach setting to work to do all in 
power to defeat the end they 
are both striving to attain. And 
in most of the cases—and it is 80 
in this one—it is obvious that it 
would be impossible for the parties 
ever to live together again as man 
and wife, 

‘There is certainly the question of 
the custody of the children to bx 
considered but that docs not neces 
sarily follow the decision in the 
matter. 

‘There has beon a great deal of 
‘contradictory evidence given in, this 
case and it is extromely difficult to 
decide which and how many of the 
witnesses have even approached the 
d| neighbourhood of the truth,

Spencer's Letter to His Wile

On the next day 
September 18, 1926, she wont with 
her lawyer, and in’ the absence of 
the respondent took away: her child- 
ren. There was not room enowgh in , 
her sister's house for her children 
and the amah to sleep, so that night 
she and her sister (Miss Wegner) 
took her ehiiiren and her amah to 
the house of Dohse, who is cited 
in the cross petition as the eo 
respondent, Dohse was living at 20 
‘Tracey Terrace with a friend named 
Rampow. The children remained 
there that night and were taken to 
the King’s Daughters’ Society the 
next day where Mrs, Spencer paid 
for their lodging, ete. 

‘The potition was filed November 2, 
1926, the answer was filed Novem: 
ber 24, 1926. 


Evidence Against (he Husband 

In the original petition the date 
of the adultery alleged against the 
respondent was on or about Aprit 
on May, 1924, on statements made 
by Verstapan whose evidence I have 
climinated, but by a supplementary 
petition tho adultery of the respond 
ent was alleged to have occurred: 
on July 6, 1927, with a Chinese 
woman name unknown at 164 Norte 
Szechuien Road. For various roa 
‘sons the hearing of the petition w 
delayed from time to time and came 
fon for hearing on November 22, 
1927, 

‘Tho evidence as to this charge of 
adultery against the respondent 
as follows: 

Mrs. Spencer states that she. 
together with a private inquiry 
agent C. 8. Coulter, Dohse and Mes, 
Sponcer’s "brother-in-law on tho 
night of July 6, 1927, watched tho 
respondent Spencer and finally saw 
him go up an alleyway and go to 
4 Chinese brothel.

Allegations of Respondent 


‘There is now the evidence of the 
adultery alleged by the respondent 
Spencer against his wife to be con- 
sidered. 

The allegation in this pleading is 
that the adultery was committed at 
20 Tracey Terrace with Ludolt 
Dohse “on or about September 15, 
11926. 

‘And Spencer calls two witnesses 
named F, M, Langer and Boris 
Vinogradsky to prove it. Langer 
‘says that he watched Mrs. Spencer 
from June, 1926, until September, 
1926, on behalf ‘of Spencer. ‘That 
during the months June and July 
she was pregnant, (and it appears 
‘that she did give birth to a child 
on July 29, 1927). He states that 
sho often went into Dohse's house, 
20 ‘Tracey Terrace, stayed there 
varying times from half an hour to 
two hours, But no act of adultery’ 
is alleged until September 16. On 
‘that night he states he saw Mrs, 
Sponcer go to 20 Tracey Terrace at 
9.80 p.m. He got on to the balcony 
of 2 Tracey Terrace and later 
climbed up a water spout on the 
‘#ame house and sayy into the window 
of 20 Tracey Terrace which was 
‘open and the room lighted within, 


‘The Witness on the Waterspout 
He saw Dohse and Spencer 
fn the room, and goes on to stace 
what ho save taking phice on the 
econd “floor room of 20 Tracey 
Terrace, Having’ stood on the 
Daleony’and hung on to the water 
spout for something over 50 minutes 
hre eft and reported to Spencer and 
‘was. reporting to him when Mrs. 
Spencer returned to her own home 
and into tho room in which he and 
Spencer were sitting. Vinogradsky, 
who mays that he. is a dancing 
aster, an nerobat, and n ballet 
Gancor, states that he also. ‘was 
‘standing on the balcony and hang- 
Sng on. to. the water spout of 2 
‘Tracey Terrace on September 16, 
3025, which was an occupied house, 
abut that the occupants of the house 
id not see him or Langer there 

He says also that he saw Dohse 
and Mrs. Spencer in the second 
floor room, that the window was 
‘open, the room lighted wp, and that 
the occupants of 2 Tracey Terrace, 
§f thoy had been looking, could have 
seen. directly into. the’ room and 
goes on to state what he saw regard- 
Ing the charge of adultery between 
<Mrs, Spencer" and’ Dohie. Not a 
‘word of this story was put to either 
irs. Spencer oF Liidolf Dobse in 
‘eross-examination although » they 
SWwere in the witness box being cross 
examined “on November 22. and 
December. G. Tn examinatfon-in 
‘hiet on November 22, Mrs. Spencer 
faid sho had not gone to 20 Tracey 
Terrace at all on September 16, but 
Irad taken hor children in company 
swith her sister on September 18, that 
he never went to Dohse's house 
‘xcept inthe company of her 
brothers and sisters. 

Petitioner's Deniat 
In cross-examination all she was 
if che had ever 
had’ immoral relations ‘with Dohse 
which she denied and no further 
question was put to her on the subs 
Jeet, 

Tn, examination-in-ehief | Dohse 
stated that on the night of Septem- 
ber 16, he dined at 20 ‘Tracey 
Terrace with Rampove and sometime 
after dinner he drove. in his ear 
‘with a friend to some gardens and 
returned home to 20 Tracey Terrace 
about 10.30" pm. and that. Mese 
Spencer did not come to the house 
‘that might, ‘but came with her 
sister and brought her children and 
‘the amah on September 18. 


























gradsky was put to him in eross- 
examination, and no means was 
given to him or Mrs, Spencer to 
all evidence to refute the story 
of these two witnesses, until after 
the petitioner's case was closed and 
there was no longer any right for 
‘them to call evidence.

id from the photographs it {s 
apparent that the baleony of No. 2

the windows of the second floor of 
that house (which are hinged win- 
dows and not sash windows) open 
towards the balcony of No, 2 and 
the glass was covered with some 
paper or preparation preventing, 
vision through the glass. So that it 
appears impossible to have seen 
anything in this room or per- 
sons occupying it, 


‘The Position of Tracey Terrace 

Mrs. Richter who lives at No. 3 
‘Tracey Terrace states that her| 
baleony is side by side with No. 2 
balcony about half a yard between, 
that she has boen on No. 2 balcony, 
and it is not opposite the back of 
No, 20. That No. 20 Is the second 
house from the Route des Scours 
and No. 2 on the other side is the 
third house from that street, and 
that she has been on the balcony 
of No, 2 and it looks on to tho 
corner of No, 20 and not into the 
windows of No. 20. 

She says she usually sity on her 
baleony in the evening but never 
‘saw anyone hanging on to the water 
pout next door and that there are 
many passers-by, up and down the 
street, who would have noticed two 
‘men hanging on to the waterspout 
for. half an hour or more on the 
second floor of No. 2. 


Doubts a5 to the Story 














All these facts throw considerable 
doubt on the story of Langer and 
Vinogradsky. 

But there are further facts which 
throw doubt on the truth of their 
story. 

On November 12, 1925, an action 
for libel was brought by Ludolf 
Dohse against Spencer which was 
heard in this Court on December 23, 
1926, Spencer in his defence justi- 
fied the libel stating that “Ihave 
evidence . . . that the plaintift 
(Dohs + did on Septem- 
ber 16, 1936, commit adultery with 
her” (Mrs. Spencer). 











8 to the adultery 
but would submit to judgment, and 
Judgment was accordingly given 
against him and $1,000 damages 
awarded to Dohse the plaintiff. 
Spencor had already at this time 
received the evidence of Langer and 
Vinogradsky. If Mr. Spencer con- 
sidered that these men were speak- 
ing the truth, and that their 
evidence was trustworthy, and would 
bear inquiry and investigation, 
astonishing that he did not produce 

‘at the trial on December 23, 
1026, and thereby save judgment 
being given against him. 


‘A Coneceted Story 


Therefore, Iam unable to accept 
the evidence of these two witnesses 
ay trustworthy, and am compelled 
to say that [ consider that they saw 
othing, nd have concocted their 
story. 

Mrs. Spencer states that she was 
at her sisters’, (Miss Wegener) 
that night, and ‘according to Spen- 
cer’s evidence told him so on the 
night of September 16, when she 
returned home. 

Mrs, Spencer admits that she has 
‘met Dohse in the street by appcint- 
‘ment, and when she was confined 
to her house, she made some ap- 
pointments for him to come to her 
house, when she from the balcony 
talked to him, in the street. 

Affectionate letters have pafsed 
between them and pet names are 
lased, 

But they state that they have 
Known each other since early daye, 
‘were once engaged, but it war 
broken of when Dokse, a German, 
had to leave China during the wer. 
‘That since that he married in Ger~ 
‘many, but that they both continued 
to use the same pet nami 





























Not a word of the story of the 
‘two witnesses Langer and Vino- 





The letters are somewhat foolish 
ones and undoubtedly written in 


affectionate terms but this evidence 
is not sufficient by itself to support 
a-charge of adultery. 

Mrs. Spencer's brothers _ and 
sisters are cognizant of Mrs, Spen- 
ccer's meetings with Dobse and the 
sister Miss Wegener states that. 
they are sure that there have been 
no immoral relations between the 
two and that Dobse is a friand and 
still remains a friend and associate 
of the family. 

‘On this evidence I come to the 
conclusion that the charge of 
adultery against Mrs. Spencer and 
Ludolf Dohse has not been proved, 
‘but that there is suificient proof of 
the charge of adultery alleged in 
‘the petition against the respondent, 
Spencer. 

Cross-Petition Dismissed 

I therefore dismiss the cross- 
petition of the respondent, alleging 
adultery against Mrs. Spencer and 
Dobse, with costs, and grant the 
petitioner a decree nisi, with custody 
of the children, access being given 
to the respondent,

Redressing the Army 

A surprise awaits Parisians at 
the military ceremonies, on Armise 
tice Day. All the soldiers of i 
regiments will be in khaki instead 
fof the horizon blue which camo into 
fuse in the war. Tho decision to 
fabandon blue *in favour of hak 
‘was taken some years ago, but, for 
financial reasons, the change could 
ve. made only gradually. As the 
blue uniforms wore out and were 
replaced out of the army store 
khaki cloth was used for the ne 
supplies in reserve. ‘Tho proce 
has been accelerated this year by a 
largely increased parliamentary 
grant for uniforms, and the infan- 
try regiments in the Paris garrison 
now are equipped in the colour first 
fmade familiar in Franco by the 
British troops in 1914. ‘The Air 
Force and the chasseurs aro not 
included in the change, at any rato : 
for hte present. Officers and non- 
commissioned officers aro being en- 
couraged to wear the old-time biil- 
fiant Uniforms of red and blue, but 
only when they are not on duty. 

‘Another army novelty is the crea 
tion of a force to be called the 
Garde Republieaine Mobile, Tt 
forms part of a general reform of 
which the reduction of the first par~ 
jod of military service to ane year 
is the ‘principal feature, ‘Tho  re- 
duction is regarded as practicable 
only on condition that the whole of 
the time spent by conscripts with « 
the colours is devoted to military 
training and that they are relieved 
of police and fatigue duties. ‘The 
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Inew corps, therefore, is a piece of 
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time-saving machinery created to 
simplify the work of the army. It] 
will consist of two legions, each 
commanded by a colonel. The uni- 
rm will be that of the gendar 
lerie, with a distinctive sign.

HH, Fox and Mr, Ex M. Gull Express their Opinions 


on the Present Situation in China 





From Ove Own 
London, Nov, 17. 

Mr. H. H. Fox, the commercial 
Councillor at the British Legation,| 
Peking, attended on Tuesday, Novem. | 
ber 15, a special meeting of the Far| 
Eastern Section of the London| 
Chamber of Commerce, to answer| 
questions which any member might] 
lke to ‘Address to him on Chinese 
trade, 

‘Mr. F, Anderson was in the 
Chair, and in a few introductory] 
remarks, expressed the view that} 
it was desivable that the status of 
‘Treaty Ports, where much greater| 
interests were involved than at} 
Hankow, should not be materially] 
altered, unless the Chinese Authori-| 
ties could provide an Administra- 
tion capable of guaranteeing secu- 
rity to life and property. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Fox stated that in moving up and| 
down Great Britain since he ar- 
rived here, he had been very much} 
struck with the amount of business] 
done with China at the present 
time, although Manchester, of 
course, had its own special difficul- 
ties. It was gratifying to him to| 
see that this was the case. * It 
meant that even the wretched Civil 
War now existing could not entirely} 
check trade, and he felt that when| 
this ended there would be a great 
commercial revival.

For the second time in its twenty- 
five yenrs" history, the Nobel prize 
for literature has been awarded to 
‘a woman. It ia an Italian writer 
‘who has just won the coveted 
honor—Grazia Deledda, a native! 
‘of Sardinia, whose greatest book, in 
the opinion’of many critics, is “The 
Mother,” (La Made), published in 
‘America ‘in. translation by” The 
‘Macmillan Company. 

‘Madame Deleda is admittedly 
cone of the foremost women novelists 
‘of Italy. She is Sardinian by 
Birth and parentage, and in the 
Jitele inland town of Nuoro she spent 
hher childhood among’. shepherds, 
peasants, and small” landholders 
Such as’she has portrayed in her} 
‘Various stories of Sardinian » life. 
After her marriage to a Lombard, 
she left Sardinia and went to live 
{in Rome, where she has been writing: 
or about thirty years. 

‘The scene of her novel, “The 
Mother,” (upon which the Nobel 
prize award is. generally considered 
to be base), is laid in the remote 
‘and primitive island village of Ant, 
fand the action takes place within 
the short space of two days. The 
‘events of the story are so dramatic, 
‘tho: mental conflict it described. is 
0 Intense, and the outcome s0 
{inevitable ‘as to crente an untorget- 
table impression. ‘The tale has its 
lighter’ side, however, in the 
pleturesque presentation of the 
people of that isolated mountain 
Fegion—the old hunter who has 
‘turned solitary, ‘the domineering 
keeper and his dog, the delightful 
Boy” sncristan’ and his friends.

{in the story, and a touch of humor 
here and there, but. the. intorest 
‘eantero in the confiet in the heart!

The Stato Bank of Sweden, 
“Sveriges Riksbank,” is now 
publishing the fourth and last 
volume of its history, the mo 
important work of its kind in bank:

‘This work, written by four well 
Lnown university professors, shows 
that the Riksbank is the ' oldest

The Swedsh Riksbank, in several 
respects, has been a pioneer in the 
evelopment of banking a 
and technique. Between’ the years 
of 1655 and 1668 st existed ‘ao. a| 
semi-Governmental bank under the 
pame of the Polmstruch Bank, and 
fas such issued the frst, banknotes 
jn the world, almost half a centary 
‘before the appearance of the famous 










































































Promissory notes of the Bank of 
England, 

‘After ‘ts reorganisation in 1656 
into an official State Bank, it became 
the first public institution to carry 
on. complete banking activity on 
ilar lines to London's well-known 
goldsmith bankers, although on a 
far bigger scale, and thus was 
forerunner of the business banks 
[that were started in most countries 
nearly two hundred years later. 

The Riksbank, the history of 
which, ia closely’ interwoven with 
‘hat of the Swedish realm, has since 
continued and expanded iis activity 
uninterruptedly, and through the 
Bank Reform of 1897 was definitely 
constituted as a central State bank 
an modern ‘ines with a banknote 
‘monopoly. The King then ebtaine3| 
the sole privilege of appointing the 
‘chairman of its board of directors, 
the rest of which are elected by the 
Rikedag. 

‘Since that time the Riksbank has; 
developed. rapidly, so that during 
the past thirty years its number of 
branch offices has grown from 10 to 
25, ils note currency from 63 
million’ to” 525 ‘millions, its inland 
Toans from 70 millions to | 345 
millions, and its foreign claims from 
43 million kronor to 209 ~ million 
brener. 

‘Owing to this big increase in its 
volume of business the annual profit 
‘of the Riksbank in the last thirty 
years rose from 3,120,000 to 
17,250,000 Kronor, 
































“How to go to a Medium” (Kegan| 
Paut, 2/6), by Mr, E. J. Dingwall, 
M. A, Research “Officer of the 
Society for Psychical Research, is 
described as “the first manual of 
instruction for the use of those 
desirous of visiting — mediums,” 
whether for the purpose of scientific

His 
general advice is: "Go with an 
open mind. Prepare yourself for 
a serious undertaking, and do not 
approach the subject in a spirit 
levity or silly curiosity. Remem- 
her that the medium has his rights 
fas well as the sitter, and does not 
Want to waste ti 
idle seekers after sensation.’ 
is, assuming he is a genuine 
medium, about which invest 
‘should ‘satisty themselves before! 
beginning their inquiry. 

Mr. Dingwall makes it clear that,| 
whilst accepting the genuineness of

‘The first section 
is conventional in form; a narrative 
of Conrad's life, illustrated by ex 
tracts not only from his own letters 
Dut also from letters written by 
other pereons, and further by quo- 
tations from ‘the autobiographical 
passages in his books. The Inst are 
particularly important in the eas 
of Conrad. As Mr. Aubry so aptly 
writes in his dedicatory epistle 

‘My plan of following minutely tho 
events of his life will show how 
immenss was the tranamuting pow.

The 
second section of the book (as to

‘capfal of grape-juice. This mixture 
is put in a paperlined pan and 
baked in a slow over for one hour.
